Villa Shells Begin to Burst. 

The Villa shells began to burst in 
Agua Prieta shortly before 2 o'clock. 
A dozen houses on the west side of 
the town went to dust and a number 
were killed and wounded. 

Refugees immediately began pouring 
over the American line. 

General Calles moved a 3-inch gun, 
mounted on a flat car, to a point on 
the west side of town within a few feet 
of the United States custom house. It 
was after this that the Villa shell 
struck in that vicinity. 

Calles hospitals in trench Douglas on 
the west side of the town appeared 
busy. Stretchers were seen through 
the communicating trenches. Despite 
warning and advice of United States 
military officers, the roofs of Douglas 
houses and streets opening on the bor- 
der line were thronged. 

About 2:15 two shells, apparently 
from the Calles forces, passed over 
company I, Eighteenth infantry, on the 
American side. 

These shots apparently were aimed 
at Villa reserves ene half a mile 
away. 

“Sure, Mike,” Said Villa: 

General Villa himself, with four or- 
ficers, came to the American line to 
get the bearings of the boundary line. 

Do you expect to take Agua Prieta 
today?” a United States army staff 
officer asked.

In Spanish Villa inquired whether 
the United States intended to help Gen- 
eral Calles’ garrison at Agua Prieta in 
view of the fact that the American 
government had recognized Carranza 
and assisted reinforcements in reaching 
General Calles. 


He was assured that the American 
forces in the trenches facing the pros- 
pective Mexican battlefield would treat 
both sides alike.

AMERICAN TROOPS 
HAVE ORDERS TO FIRE. 


Washington, November 1 After con- 
sultation today between the white house 
and war department it was decided that 
the orders given to American troops 
on the border last May to return any 
fire from Mexican territory that en- 
dangered lives on the American side of 
the line would be effective in the pres- 
ent situation at Douglas. 

Should bullets continuously fall into 
Arizona and jeopardize the safety of 
American residents, American troops, 
without further reference to Washing- 
ton, are to shell that faction which is 
responsible for the firing into Am 
can territory. 

Major General Funston is en route 
to Douglas to take perenne. command 
of the situation. As he journeyed west- 
ward Ar he relayed to Secretary 
Garrison the following report of the 
situation: 

“Following from Colonel Slocum, 
Douglas, Ariz., received by me while 
en route to uglas: In an interview 
with reliable man, nine miles east of 
here, at 3 this afternoon, General Villa 
learned for the first time that Carranza 
had been recognized by the United 
States. and that —— reinforce- 
ments were being t sported throug 
United States for Mexican garrison at 
Agua Prieta. He became very angry 
and declared that he was through with 
them all; that that was how he was 
to be repaid for the protection of Amer- 
icans and other foreigners, and that 
he would take Agua Prieta if he had 
to fight the whole Carranza army and 
the United States combined. Villa 
launched into a tirade against the 
United States government, with the 
assertion that he had only 13,000 troops 
in his columns now advancing on Agua 
Prieta, and he would throw down the 

auntlet to Carranza and the United 

tates, fighting both at the same time 
if necessary. The above information 
I believe trustworthy.

GERMANS LOSE HEAVILY 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT 


And Gain No Ground—Sir 
John French Reports Ger- 
man Loss at 80 Per Cent in 
Recent Attacks on British. 


London, November 1.—The Germans, 
having failed in two months of almost 
incessant attacks to reach Riga and 
Dvinsk by various routes, are trying 
along the railways skirting the Gulf of 
Riga from Tukum, and claim to have 
reached a point west of Schlok. -This 
is a very slight advance, and much low 
ground, over which it is difficult to 
move, lies between them and their ob- 
jecttve. 

In the Dvinsk sector, both to the west 
and southwest of that city, the Rus- 
gians have begun an offensive, ap- 
parently in anticipation of renewed 
German attacks, and they also are on 
the move in the lake district east of the 
Dvinsk-Vilna railway and in Volhynia 
and Galicia. If these battles are con- 
cluded their result has not been dis- 
closed. Those at the southern end of 
the line are doubtless designed to pre- 
vent the Germans and Austrians from 
sending reinforcements to Serbia. 

In France the battle for the Butte de 
Tahure, which the Germans recaptured 
from the French, continue without 
changing the positions of the two 
armies. There has been some fighting 
at other points in the west. 

What the attacks on this front have 
cost is shown by a report issued by 
Field Marshal Sir John French tonigtt. 
He says that the published lists of the 
German casualties disclose that, seven 
German battalions which took part in 
the Loos fighting—presumably a Ger- 
man counter N cd e 80 per cent of 
their strength.

ANTEALIEN LABOR LAW. 
DECLARED TO BE INVALID 


U. S. Supreme Court Kills Ari- 
zona Statute Enacted by 
the Initiative. 


Washington, November 1.—Upon the 
complaint of a cook in a Bisbee, Ariz., 
restaurant, the supreme court today 
annulled as unconstitutf§nal the Ari- 
zona anti-alien labor law, enacted 
about a year ago by the vote of the 
people under the initiative process of 
legislation. 

The statute required employers of 
more than five persons to employ not 
less than 80 per cent qualified electors 
or citizens. Mike Raich, an Austrian 
cook, upon being notified he would be 
discharged because of the law, appeal- 
ed to the courts and when he won the 
the state took the case to the highest 
tribunal. 

The supreme court, through Justice 
Hughes, with Justice McReynolds alone 
dissenting, held that Raich’s constitu- 
tional rights as an alien to the equal 
protection of the law, as guaranteed by 
the fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution, were violated by the law, and 
hence he was entitled to an injunction 
o prevent the state officials from en- 
forcing’ the act. The court announced 
that as a result of its.decision it was 
not necessary to consider rights under 
treaties presented by the case. 

Because sof the similarity of the en- 
actment to anti-Japanese legislation, 
the case has attadted widespread at- 
tention ever since it was instituted in 
the federal district court of Arizona, 
which also held the law unconstitu- 
tional. It was presented to the court 
along with the New York alſen labor 
law, forbidding employment of aliens 
on public works. The court today, 
however, expressly distinguished cases 
of private enterprise from those aris- 
ing from the expenditures of public

Efforts to Justify. 


“It is sought to justify this act as an 
exercise of the power of the state to 
make reasonable — classifications in 
legislating to promote the health, 
safety, morals and welfare of those 
within its jurisdiction,’ said Justice 
Hughes. “But this admitted authority, 
with the broad range of legislative dis- 
cretion that it tmplies, does not go 80 
far as ta make it possible for the state 
to deny to lawful inhabitants because 
at their race or nationality the ordi- 
nary means of earning a livelihood. It 
requires no argument to show that the 
right to work for a living in the com- 
mon occupations of the community is 
ef the very essence of the personal 
freedom and opportunity that it was 
the purpose of amendment to secure.

He 
had been ill about ten months, and for

Members of his, family were “sum- 
moned to the bellside late today and 
were with him when he died, 
Among a large number of prominent 


German-American citizens of the United 


States, Herman Ridder was one of the 
most conspicuous figures in the news- 
paper publishing business and politics. 
His associates in the publishing busi- 
ness had honored him at one time with 
the presidency of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ association, and for 
many years he held high offices in the 
Associated Press as treasurer and a di- 
rector. . In polities he was such a fac- 
tor that he was talked of at the na- 
tional democgatic convention at Den- 
ver in 1908 as a possible nominee for 
vice president on the ticket with 
Bryan, whom, however, Mr. Ridder op- 
posed at that time. He also was dis- 


}cussed later as a likely selection. for 


ambassador to Germany. 
Aided William J. Bryan. 


Following the nomination of Bryan 
atthe 1908 convention, Mr. Ridder was 


chosen as treasurer of the democratic 


national committee and, in his own 
name and those of his brothers, he con- 
tributed $37,000, the largest single con- 
tribution, to the Bryan ae a, 

Mr. Ridder was owner and editor of 
The New Yorker Staats Zeitung, one of 


the foremost German newspapers in the 
United States, and througn this he was 


particularly rege pete recently in his 
ardent defense of the German position 
in the European war. 

Mr. Ridder was one of the so-called 
self-made men and a New Yorker from 
birth until his death. The story is told 
of adinner which he gave to twen- 
ty-five New York men at the time Colo- 
nel Robert Clowry first established him- 
self in New York to take charge of the 
Western Union Telegraph company. A 
poll of birth places * taken at the 
table and the German ditor proved to 
be the only born New Yorker present, 

He was born March 5, 1851. is Ger- 
man parents were not far removed from 
poverty—so near it, in fact, that young 
Ridder began earning his own living 
when eleven years old, as an errand boy 
in a hat store. By stages he served in 
a Wall street broker’s office, as em- 
ployee of a fire insuranec company 
and then as an insurance agent. At 
eighteen he had become interested in 
politics, and at that early age, before 
he cast his first vote, he stumped the 
ide of New York 
city and won for his favorite a nomina- 
tion for. district judge, later electing 
his man. | 

Established Catholic Paper. 

He entered the newspaper business 
when he was 27 years old, by establish- 
ing the first Roman Catholic newspaper 
in New York city in German, and soon 
afterward started The Catholic News in 
English, which, in a short time, be- 
came recognized as a leading Catholic 
paper of the country. 

In 1890 Mr. Ridder became a stock- 
holder in The Daily Staats Zeitung, and 
was elected treasurer an@ manager. 
Under his direction that paper assumed 
a leading position in its field. He be- 
came president of the corporation in 
1907, and at the time of his death he 
was publisher of influential morning 
and afternoon papers in German. 

Mr. Ridder made several trips 
abroad, during which he was received 
by Emperor William of Germany, and 
he brought back the emperor's enthusi- 


astic wish thet he might some. day 


visit the United States. 

At the ‘time of the reciprocity nego- 
tiations with Catlada, Mr. Ridder was 
one of the most vigorous in the denun- 
ciation of the “paper trust“ prices for 
news print paper, and it was largely 
due to the fight which he and others 
made that cheaper news print paper 
Was secured. 

Although Mr. Ridder champloned 
Germany's cause in the present war, he 
was always a loyal American. His 
motto was: “Our country, right or 
wrong. If right, to be kept right; if 
wrong, to be set right.“ 

The funeral will be held from the 
church of. the Blessed Sacrament here 
Thursday. Burial will be in this city. 


EDITOR PREETORIUS 


TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


WHILE IN:BATHROOM 


St. Louis, November 1.—BNdward I 
Preetorius, president of thé German- 
American Press association, which 
ublishes The Times and The West- 
iche Post, committed suicide at his 
home here this morning. His body 
was found in the bathroom, where he 
had shot himself. 

Mr. Preetorius had been in poor 
health since an accident on Januar 
13, 1914, when an automobile in whic 
he was riding was struck by a street 
car, and a deep gash was cut in his 
face by broken glass. 

Since the accident he had been una- 
ble to attend to his newspaper work 
until recently, when he began visiting 
his office a few hours daily. 

Mr. Preetorius was 49 years old, the 
son of Dr. Emil Preetorius, one of a 
trio of famous German editors ‘who 
flourished in St. Louis soon after the 
civilwar. From his father he inherited 
The Westliche Post. In 1907, in com- 
pany with the late John Schroers, he 
founded The St. Louis Times, an after- 
noon paper published in English. 

Since last May Mrs. Preetorius said 
her husband had suffered hallucinations 
and had imagined that people were 
“talking about him.” 

Mr. Preetorius spent last summer at 
Asheville, N. C., and when his attempts 
to resume the direction of his newspa- 

r this fall indicated that he was far 
. well, his wife planned to return 
to North Carolina with him for the 
winter.

59,000 ACRES OF LAND 
SAVED FOR FLORIDA 


Washington, November \1.—The su- 
preme court today upheld the federal 
district court in southern Florida in 


dismissing the suit of the Manila In- 


vestment company, the Tacony Trust 
company, Henry Disston, F. Stock 
and trustees of the estate of Hamilton 
Disston, of Philadelphia, to compel the 
governor of Florida and other trustees 
of the state’s internal improvement 
fund to convey to them 59,000 acres of 
land in the Florida Everglades. 

The claim was based on conveyances 
from the St. Cloud Sugar Belt Railway 
company for drainage work. The 
trustees refused to convey on the 
ground that they had by resolution 
annulled any attempted conveyance to 
the railway compeny prior to 1896.

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UNFAIR TO THE TROOPS. 
Augusta employers who discharged two 
of their men because of a slight conflict 
between their military duty and the service 
which the employers required made an un- 
fortunate mistake from two standpoints. 
The incident not only indicates a lack of 
proper patriotic spirit on the part of em- 
ployers, but will serve to discourage. young 
men of character and ability from rendering 
that public service which they can give by 
joining the national guard. - 

An Augusta dispatch, detailing the inci- 
dent, says: 
1 ard is seeing strenu- 
Ba go Rly 283 these days. Cap- 
tain Thad C. Jowitt has had several of 
his men locked up for failing to attend 
regular drills. Now two members of his 
troop have lost their positions on ac- 
count of their performing military duty. 
Captain Jowitt refuses to make public 
the names of the employers, but has 
taken the matter up with the adjutant 
general. There is a state law cover- 
ing just such cases as this, and ahe-adju- 
tant genera} will be asked to prosecute 
the two employers... The penalty, on 
conviction, is a fine of $1,000, but the 
matter will be dropped if the men are 
given their former places within a rea- 
sonable time. 


The Constitution does not mean to say 
that Atlanta is free from this sort of spirit 
on the part of employers; it has made itself 
apparent on a number of occasions when 
time was sought for the men to attend en- 
es coun tae a very necessary part of 
military g, and, in fact, about the 
only opportunity members of the state na- 
tional guard get for it. 

But we do not recall any instance in 
which Atlanta employees have been dis- 
charged from the positions in which they 
earn their livelihood because of the duty 
they have performed as ‘members of the 
national guard. 

As a matter of fact, a man who wants to 
be a soldier and who makes a good soldier; 
a man who voluntarily gives his time to the 
state and the nation in order to be ready 
to defend it, makes a better employee, and 
will render an employer far better service 
than the man who shirks this duty in order 
to hold his job. 

These Augusta men who discharged their 
employees for performing military service 
overlook the fact that the very existence and 
presence of the national guard constitute a 
valuable asset to them. Military protection 
means, in its last analysis, not only protec- 
tion from mob violence, but by reason of 
that fact it means lower insurance rates, 
lower interest rates and more substantial 
property values. It means a solid and sub- 
stantial foundation underlying the commu- 
nity superstructure. 

It is a matter of official record that some 


(of the very men who have decried the 


militia and have been. most backward in 
its support have been the first to demand 
its services when danger threatened. 

There isn’t one of these Augusta business 
men who would go without fire insurance on 
his store or on his home. The presence of 
the national guard is insurance both to his 
life and property, to the lives of members 
of his family and everything that is theirs. 

It is to be hoped they will relent before 
action is taken. It is an unfortunate com- 
mentary upon Georgia that there should be 
a single business man in it who would put 
such a stumbling block as this in the way 
of the maintenance of an adequate national 


guard. 


THE MEN OF TOMORROW. 


The Thomasville (Ga.) Times-Enterprise, 
in an editorial urging the wisdom of keeping 
on the farm the boys who have the making 
of good farmers, says: 


The men of tomorrow will be the men 
who.own and operate farms, who pro- 
duce, who take from the soil that w ich 
they, in their advanced intelligence, have 
learned that it will produce at a profit.

Many boys who 
would get the best results from their life 
work by remaining on the farm—whose 
talent really lies along agricultural lines, 
are led to seek their fortunes in overcrowded 
cities, the real measure of success for 
them is back.there—on the home farm. 

It is the time of rich rewards for intelli- 
gent farming. The self-sustaining farm on 
the diversified crop plan is a better invest- 
ment than it ever was, for farming is done 
now largely on a scientific basis: there are 


better farmers and, consequently, farms 


yield richer results. i

In a speech yesterday before the City 
club,. at “Its long-table luncheon, Charles H. 
Grasty, who returned recently from Europe, 
where he had spent several months as a spe- 
cial correspondent for the Associated Press, 
urged in emphatic, graphic words that this 
country immediately undertake a compre- 
hensive program for military preparedness. 
He urged a permanent military establishment 
sufficient to enable the United States to main- 
tain what he termed its aggressive position 
in world diplomacy and went so far in this 
respect as to advocate compulsory military 
training. Mr. Grasty plainly stated that he 
expected this country to be attacked. He 
was repeatedly applauded by the large gath- 
ering. 

“What is going to happen to us when this 
war is over?” asked Mr. Grasty after he had 
discussed existing war conditions. “When 
this war is over,” he continued, we are 
not going to have a friend. You may circle 
the globe and you will not find a man, white 
or black, who will not be aching to get a 
chance at us. Here we are, fattened and 
battened by our riches and our war profits— 
and without a friend. What is going to 
happen to us?” 


Discusses European Situation. 

Before telling of the duty of this coun- 
try, as he sees it, to prepare for war, Mr. 
Grasty discussed the European situation at 
some length, paying especial attention to 
conditions in England. In part, he said: 


“If there be those in our midst who are 
discouraged over political conditions in 
America, let them spend a little time in 
observation and study of England. Really, 
Pennsylvania doesn’t seem half bad by com- 
parison. a 

“In both places the accent in the word 


| patriotism is on the pay. 


“The party system is the Moloch to which 
England has sacrificed her sons by the tens 
of thousands. It is the liberal party which 
now happens to be in power; but the system 
knows neither liberal nor tory; it is all- 
embracing and all-devouring. 

“Election expenses create the need of 
heavy corruption funds and this need brings 
together on congenial terms the unscrupu- 
lous politician and the unscrupulous seeker 
for power and privilege. A whole section of 
the house of lords is known as the ‘beerage.’ 
But the liquor interest, while perhaps the 
largest, is not the only contributor to a 
fund always at the disposal of either or both 
parties on terms scandalous to public morals 
and injurious to public interests. 


Criticises Asquith’s Methods. 

“Superpose on these fundamental condi- 
tions the Hon. H. H. Asquith and you get 
the present plight of England. Never did an 
old-fashioned doctor possess such a bedside 
manner! Never did oratory: furnish forth 
such long sentences and rounded periods. 
Concillation, reiteration, vacillation and pro- 
crastination are the four suits of this thor- 
oughly good man, this pattern of a husband 
and father, whose virtues, as has so often 
happened in this perverse world, are more 
ruinous to the country whose destinies he 
directs, than would be the vices of a tyrant. 

“At a time of emergency a man of the 
Asquith type renders weaker every inherent 
weakness of democracy. In a parliamentary 
government there is naturally a babel of 
voices in war time; Asquith has made the 
confusion of counsel worse confounded. 
Democracy builds freedom; but it lacks readi- 
ness of command; under such leadership as 


» Asquith’s inefficiency becomes impotency. 


“The crucial time was that of the forma- 
tion of the coalition cabinet. The country 
was on the very brink of ruin. Surely there 
could be only one thought—how to get the 
very best man in England for each post. But 
that wasn’t in the least what the prime 
minister meant! What did he do? He laid 
out all the offices on a big round table, ds so 
much turkey and plum pudding, and assem- 
bled the representatives of all factions of 
all parties around it; and the feast was 
served in precisely the way best suited to 
give a new lease on power to the miserable, 
little, pettifogging ministry of Mr. Asquith! 


Only Multiplied Mediocrity. 


“Instead of a great war cabinet the result 
was simply a multiplication of the old medi- 
ocrity. From this mediocrity I except one 
man, Lloyd George. He alone looms in states« 
manlike proportions. Another, Lord Kitchen- 
er, rises above, or stands on one side of, 
party; but while he is superpartisan and 8 
man of iron, he is a Bourbon, whose blind-

ness to new things almost destroyed Eng- 


land's chances in the war. 

“For months his neglect of machinery, 
Which is the big salient development of this 
war, permitted to exist this deadly equation: 
One thousand soldiers, the very flower of 
British youth—1,000 English soldiers—equals 
one German machine gun with two men to 
handle it. 

‘Proud England, rich beyond the dreams 
of avarice, but petrified in its pleasures’ and 
privileges; has thus been brought face to face

With a population of only 4,000,000 the 
little Swiss republic has a nonmilitaristic 


‘system of national defense that commands 


the respect and admiration of the world. If 
menaced by invasion (the Swiss constitution 
prohibits wars of aggression) the republic 
can call 200,000 trained men to the colors 
in two days, and in a week 300,000 more. 9 

“So many allusions are made to this 
excellent system,” said Dr. Henry Ferguson 
in a recent public address which has just 
been published by Dr. Drury, rector of St. 
Paul's school for boys at Concord, N. H, “that 
it is well to understand explicitly what that 
system is. It is as simple as it is admira- 
ble, combining the earliest training with the 
rudiments of elementary compulsory educa- 
tion, and keeping the adult citizen in readi- 
ness for service without serious burden. 

“Every schoolboy is taught that his 
country has a claim upon his services in her 
defense, and is carefully trained by athletic 
exercises, approved of and directed by the 
government, that fit him to use his grow- 
ing strength to the greatest advantage. 

Athletic Training in Schools. 

“These exercises are not of the nature of 
a military drill, but furnish a progressive 
training, beginning when the boys are quite 
young and continuing through their school 
life. They not only lead to a symmetrical 
and careful development of the individuals, 
but also accustom the children to the com- 
mon action, under skilled direction, fitting 
them to fall in readily with the later techni- 
cal military instruction when the time shall 
come for it. 

“The great value of this training of the 
children by the government is that it co-ordi- 
nates the school with the subsequent camps 
of instruction, so that all public energies 
are directed to a common advantage. 

“When the boys become young men, rifle 
shooting is,most carefully encouraged, and 
clubs, societies and associations formed to 
practice this most useful accomplishment. 
‘Prizes are offered by the federal government, 
by the various cantons (corresponding to 
our state governments), by the municipalities 
and the communes, and the young Swiss is 
taught, as our own ancestors were in colonial 
days, to shoot straight, to speak the truth, 
and to keep his body under subjection. 

Young Men Recruits at Twenty. 

“Once in every year the men of 20 years 
of age are called upon by their several 
cantons to meet in a central place in each 
canton, and take a series of tests with the 
object of ascertaining whether they are 
physically and mentally able to serve their 
country. 

“The recruits are then sent to training 
camps, where they receive from 60 to 90 
days’ instruction, according to the branch of 
service they are thought qualified to enter. 

“After this, for 11 years, from the age of 
21 to 32, the recruit is called out for 11 days 
in the year to refresh his training, and then 
he ig transferred from the elite to the land- 
wehr or first reserve. He serves in this 
for 12 years longer, being called into the field 
only in alternate years, and then for 11 
days. 

“Then he passes into the landsturm, or 
second reserve, until at 38 his period of serv- 
ice is completed. The government keeps in 
existence the head of the ordnance depart- 
ment, the general staff, and the corps of 
instructors needed for the organization. 

“Bach soldier is given his uniform and 
his rifle, for the care of which he is respon- 
sible. Cavalry soldiers have also their 
horses. With these in hand mobilization is 
immediate. 

“The system has not, indeed, been tested 
by war, but on occasions when mobilization 
was necessary. to preserve the country’s 
neutrality, as in 1870 and at the present day, 
it has worked well, and the tiny country is 
loyally and vigorously defended by her own 
citizen soldiers. 

“Officers are made through merit, and are 
given special courses, and retained in ‘active’ 
service for longer periods. The law permits 
no soldier to decline promotion with its add- 
ed responsibilities in either the commissioned 
or non-commissioned grades. 

“Every soldier is insured against sick- 
ness, accident or death, by the government, 


while under instruction, or while engaged in | 


any military duty.” 
High Ideals of the Swiss Youth. 

“The great merit of the system,” Dr. 
Ferguson then adds, “lies in the very general 
extent of the training, with the minimum of 
interruption to the domestic life and individ- 
ual affairs of the men who are trained, and, 
above all, in the ideal, which is constantly 
held up before every normal Swiss boy, that 
the defense of his country is a matter of his 
own immediate concern, that his country 
needs and claims not only his love and de- 
votion and his pride, but also his personal 
bodily service.”

$10,000,000 WANTED 
FOR ORGANIZED MILITIA 


Congress to Be Asked to Dou- 
ble Appropriation--Chamber- 
lain to Draft Army Bills. 


Washington, November 1.—Arrange- 
ments were made today by Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of t senate 
military affairs committee, to begin 
drafting immediately the series of bills 
to be introduced at the opening of con- 
gress to carry out the army's part of 
the administration’s national defense 
program. The senator had a confer- 
ence with Secretary Garrison, who 
promised that officials of the war de- 
partment would give every possible 
aid in preparing the measures. 

Chairman Hay, of the house mili- 
tary affairs committee, is expected to 
join Senator Chamberlain later and 
identical bills probably will be intro- 
duced simultaneously in both houses. 
The form of the measure will be de- 
termined by Senator Chamberlain and 
Representaive Hay, the war depart- 
ment supplying necessary figures and 
statistics. It is probable that there 
will be at least three bills, exclusive 
‘ef the appropriation measures. One 
will provide for che proposed increases 
in the regular army, another will au- 
thorize the organization of the con- 
tinental army and the third will deal 
with the wider recognition to be ex- 
tended to the national guard. 

Congress will be asked, it was learn- 
ed today, to appropriate $10,000,000 this 
year for the organized militia, or about 
‘double the average amount asked by 
the war department during the last few 
years. The money will go into equip- 
ment for the guardsmen, particularly 
for special service corps like the ar- 
tillery, signal corps, aviation and en- 
gineers, it is understood. 

The bill providing for the organiza- 
tion of the continental army will dis- 
tribute this force throughout the coun- 
‘try, according to 1 under 
present plans. Details of the eme 
will be worked out the two mem- 
bers of congress with the aid of the 
war college staff and other army offi- 
cers. It is understood the war coll 
already has prepared complete plans.
